Group I, claim(s) 13, 16 and 30-33 in part, drawn to the first special technical 
feature peptide and first appearing method of use of the peptide for obtaining an 
antibody. 

Group II, claim(s) 13, 16, 30-32 and 34-35 in part, drawn to the first technical 
feature peptide and second method of use in screening for inhibitors. 

Group III, claim(s) 13, 16, 30-32 and 36 drawn to the first technical feature 
peptide and third method of use for the preparation of compositions. 

Group IV, claim(s) 13, 16, 30-32 and 37-38 in part, drawn to the second technical 
feature compound and method of inhibiting calcium channel modulation by 
administration. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the peptides and 
compounds differ in sequence structure, length, function, effects and capable use.
